Additional Backup Information
The Emergency Medical Services Department (EMS) provides ground emergency medical services throughout the
corporate limits of the City of Austin and, through an interlocal agreement with Travis County, provides these

services in the portions of Travis County that are outside the City's corporate limits. The EMS Department provides
24-hour emergency 911 communications services and ground emergency response and transportation to hospitals.

EMS provides approximately 3,000 transports per fiscal year to patients who have health benefits provided by the
Travis County Healthcare District’s Medical Assistance Program (MAP).

Under this agreement the City agrees to accept from the District and the District agrees to reimburse the City a total
amount of $364,000 for all ground EMS services provided to eligible MAP beneficiaries from October 1, 2010
through September 30, 2011. The parties have an option to renew the agreement for an additional one-year term.
